An Inquest was held on the three 


dead Chfoamen. Then sixteen wound- 
ed men who required considerable med- 
ical attention and the. twenty-three 
Japanese were loaded on a train and 
brought to town. The train arrived 
about 5 o'clock and was met at the 
depot by an enormous crowd. Both the 
Chinese and the Japanese were taken 
to Oahu prison, where surgeons at once 
gave the wounded men proper care. 


The one wounded Chinaman left at 


the plantation cannot live. Dr. Her- 
bert Wood said that the trip to town 
would only hasten the man's demise. 
The poor Chinaman has two .stabs. 
They were inflicted with a long dirk. 
Ome is in front and one is -behind. Both 
his lungs were cut and he te bleeding 
inwardly. The greatest credit is due. 
Dr. Herbert Wood for his diligent and 
skillful services during this affair; He 
was on the scene early from Waialua 
and it was only his prompt attention 
that saved the lives of three of the 
wounded Chinamen,- who would: have 
bled to death in a short time.

NEW YORK, March 17,— A special 


dispatch to the World from Vancouver, 
B. C., says: Carl Slummerfelt, a Ger- 
man who was a passenger on the 
steamer Tees, which has arrived here 
from the Lynn canal, brought the news 
that a battle had 'beea fought between 
American and Canadian miners a few 
miles off the Dalton trail. Four men 
are reported to have been killed out- 
right and a number of others are said 
to have been seriously wounded. 


When the alien mining law of Brit- 


ish Columbia was enforced a few 
months ago, the American minefll left 
Atlin, a new Canadian gold district 
and struck north 
They found a short 


distance oft the Dalton trail on the 
Porcupine ri\er, a district rich in plac- 
er gold. 
It was generally conceded 


that the new placers were in American 
territory, and the miners vowed that 
no Canadian should stake 
a 
claim 


Some Canadian 
mounted policemen, 


however, did stake claims on the Am- 
erican territory and justified their act 
by moving the Canadian flag from 
Mount Pleasant on the trail so as to 
make the line take in a rich part of 
the district. 
They were followed by at least fortv 


Canadian miners, -who all located good 
claims A fortnight ago about 100 Am- 
erican miners held a meeting and de- 
cided to send notices to all Canadians 
to leave the country within five days 
The notices were sent out, but no heed

their, own dead. ' Well, we followed 
them around tor an hour or BO. When 
they arrived at this trench that I speak 
of the sergeant ordered the prisoners 
to shovel away. The rebels were to- 
cllned to kick, as they wanted to 'bury 
each corpse separately, but the ser- 
geant would not have it, so they filled 
up the trench with all those forty odd 
bodies in the trench which they had 
thrown up to protect themselves, tout 
which In the end became their own 
grave. 
Further on we saw a rice field where 


there had been a short, sharp, skir- 
mish of only a few minutes duration, 
and we counted over eighty dead in- 
surgents right from one spot, so we 
gave up counting, but I should Judge 
that there were fully two hundred dead 
there, and this only in one rice patch, 
so you can imagine how close the fight- 
ing was. 


At the battle of Caloocan, the fol- 


lowing Sunday, there was not so much 
excitement, tout we didn't get there un- 
til the afternoon, and the thing was 
pretty well cooled down, but there had 
•been severe fighting in the forenoon. 
As it was we had to lie down several 
times, for the rebel sharpshooters were 
firing every now and then into the 
American line. We were with a squad 
from the First -Idaho and were com- 
paratively eafe, but still it was un- 
pleasant to hear a Mauser bullet whiz 
past us occasionally, and (besides be 
compelled to lie down .Quite often in 
long wet grass, so I suggested to the 
gang that we head for town, as there 
might ibe a possibility of one or more 
of us stopping a Mauser, and my sug- 
gestion was agreed to without dissent 


The city 1s 'under martial law., No- 


body, except soldiers, Is allowed on 
the streets after 7 p. m. Saloons are 
open from 10 a. m. to 6 p. m., tout 
there's no business going on. Several 
of the prominent Spanish and Filipino 
merchants have kept their places 
closed since the outbreak started. 


I tell you the American boys are do- 


Ing some glorKftrs work. There are no 
soldiers in town, except one regiment 
of the Minnesotas, who do the police 
duty of the city and suburbs. The 
Boys in Blue are living in their 
trenches at Caloocan and are always 
anxious for an attack to toe made or 
opened. There's no use talking, there 
isn't a coward in the American ranks. 
Every man is anxious to fight. The 
contingent from . Honolulu, Murray, 


Cook, Faneuf and others, are all prov- 
ing the best kind of fighting material. 
Why, 
cay, a major in the First Ne- 


braska had to fire Harry Murray out 
of the fighting several times. Harry 
was the foremost man in every skirm- 
ish and the reason the major growled 
at Harry was toecause he was so en- 
thusiastic in each fight that he ex- 
posed himself too much -to the enemy. 
I have heard it said that it won't be 
long ibefore Harry is promoted. 


Jack Weatherbee joined the First 


Idahos out here, and at the battle of 
Malate on the 5th of February he was 
shot in the back (by a rebel sharpshoot- 
er who was op in a tree. I don't think 
poor Jack will ever recover. I saw him 
resterday. He is paralyzed from the 
hips down, has no power at all, al- 
thoiigh he talks all right One of the 
nurses told me that even if he does re- 
cover, his lower linrtw will always foe 
powerless. 


Well, Sid, I hope this will find yon 


right side up, and that you are doing 
well.

ID Eipert Writes on Use of 


CppwJ Air. 


ADAPTED TO SURFACE TRANSIT 


Its Numerous and Varied Advan 


tag*»— Progress Made With- 


in Past Few Years.

(Mechanical and Electrical Engineer. 


During the last two or three years, 


the mechanical world has been much 
disturbed by the great advances made 
Sn motive power machines iby the use 
of high pressure compressed air. We 
are all more or less familiar with what 
is termed 'Vater" and its uses m gen- 
eral. For steam-power purposes, it is 
fed into a boiler and there, by Che ad- 
dition of heat, changed from a liquid 
fluid into a gaseous one; from a prac- 
tically non-teomipresslble substance in- 
to an elastic one, called "steam." In 
this last form, by reason of the heat it 
contains and the property of expansi- 
bility common to all gases, it is used 
to drive the engines that run our mills, 
our factories, our continent-spanning 
trains and the greyhounds of the 
ocean.

be heated. Directly or indirectly by 
heat, it can be raised to any desired 
pressure. Thus it can be used in a 
manner similar to that of steam to 
drive machinery. Air, under high pres- 
sure, is far less dangerous in case of 
bursting of the containing vessel than. 
Is steam. It will escaipe ifrom the rent 
in the vessel with a hissing sound, but 
no pieces of the vessel are projected 
as would be the case in a steam boiler 
explosion, where the sudden reduction 
of pressure causes the water to flash 
instantly into steam, increasing the 
volume more than one hundredfold. 
The scalding effect erf steam, in the 
large majority of cases, causes greater 
injury than the direct effect of """ 
explosion. 
Compressed air has been used lor 


more »han a century to run madhia- 
It is used universally In mines for 


uuo running of pumping engines, 
hoists, rock drills, and underground 
locoinotives. Here it has one great ad- 
vantage over Its two rivals, steam and 
electricity, that 4s, besides operating 
more economically, the air exhausting 
m the mine forms a most complete 
system of ventilation. For the run- 
ning of large engines, such as pumps 
and mill engines, it is more economical 
t&an its rival, electricity, with »ts ap- 
paratus. One of the most notafble lon« 
distance transmissions of air is that 
at the Chapin Mines, Iron (Mountain, 
Mich. Here the water power afforded 
by the Quinessec Falls is made to 
develop two thousand horse power 
compressed air. The air is led through 
three and one-half miles of twenty- 
four inch pipe to the neighborhood od 
the mines. Here smaller pipes are used 
to conduct it to the various mine 
shafts and|the various machine shops 
belonging to the Company. The long- 
est lead is about four miles, where it

weight of copper (will Increase as the 
square of the distance, while with 
compressed air, the cost of the pipe 
will be directly proportional *o the dis- 
tance. In other words: one hundred 
miles of electric transmission woul<3 
require ten thousand times the welghl 
of copper of one mile, whereas, with 
compressed air, one 
hundred 
miles 


would require tout one hundred time* 
the cost ,of one mile for an equal 
transmission capacity of the pipe. 


There are many points of resemb- 


lance, as well'as difference, between 
jlectriclty and compressed air that 
have not (been generally known. It 
a well known fact that for economical 
electric power transmission very high 
voltages must 1>e used, say from ten to 
Ifty thousand volts, and at the tenm- 
nus, 
step-down transformers arc re- 


quired to bring the pressure down for 
safe distribution and use to five hun- 
dred volts or less. It was not until 
recently recognized that compressed 
air can be transmitted long distances 
economically only at high pressure, 
say of 2000 to 2500 pounds per square 
nch, and that it also must be reduced 
at the terminus—to about 150 pounds, 
,o be economically utiHzed in the var- 
ons forms of air motors. 


Nothing has been said above regard- 


ng the use of water power, which can 
>e used to run either an electric gen- 
erator or nn air compressor. On ae- 
ount of the greater economy of com- 
>ressed air transmission, it comes to 
he front not only as a competitor, but 
s an aid to electricity. If power can- 


not be transmitted long distances saife- 
y and economically (by electricity, it 
can by air, and the power thus trans- 
mitted can be used locally to generate 
lectricity for heat, light and other pur- 
poses, and in addition, the compressed 
air can be used for refrigeration and 
ventilation. 


On account of the vastness, it is im- 


possible, in so few lines, to give more 
;han a smattering of this subject To 
make a scientific comparison would re- 
sult in a large number of complicated 
'ormulas. Suffice to say that com- 
pressed air, like electricity, is sucteess- 
'ully driving thousands of machines; 
>ut regarding economy, safety 
and 


simplicity of operation, compressed 
air is now in the ascendancy. 


Statements have often been made 


that in Paris the compressed air sys- 
.em has .proved a failure and that great 
osses had been sustained toy the in- 
vestors. This ds not a fact, bnt allow- 
ng it to be so, the reply is that no one 
has a right to expect great success 
where the essential conditions in com- 
pressed air power transmission are vio- 
ated. All attempts heretofore 
at 


)ower transmission have been made at 
ow pressures of from 60 to 200 pounds 
per square inch, tout as the loss of pow- 


other electrks apparatus, aw required 
o develop from one and one-halt 16 
hree times t,he .power that is required 
under good running conditions. Wlttt 
compressed air, practically no loss oc- 
curs with the exception of possibly a 
Ittle slipping on the rails and the 
extra friction caused- by enow. There 
are no losses whatever In transmission, 
as in the case of the trolley. A oom- 
pressor is simply a pumping engine Ini 
which the fluid Is air instead of water. 
The compressed air system can there- 
ore be operated by the eame class of 
men that can ran a locomotive or a 
mill engine. The air motor on the air 
car is similar In design; to that of a lo- 
omotive. Certainly no simpler device 
an be imagined than this, nor one 
more easily kept In repair or less li- 
able to get out of order. 


The operation of an air car is much 
impler than that of an electric car, It 
equlrlng but a slight motion of the 
rlst to bring the car from full speed 


a dead stop. In an electric motor 


here is first to toe operated an elec- 
ric switch, and then the Ibrake. This 
s one of the most 'important advant- 
ges of compressed air, inasmuch as. 
lere is less liability of damages re- 
ulting from injury to property and to 
fe. This has toeen actually demon- 
trated by the air motor cars that were 
Derated for one year on 125th St., New 
ork City.

This last statement generally 


provokes a smile of incredulity, but 
the explanation lies in the perfection 
of the simple and efficient modern air 
reheater. Th"e volume of one pound ol 
steain at atmospheric tension Is 2( 
cubic feet, hence wlhen gteam is usec 
for heating the air, it adds more than 
50 per cent to the volume of air admit- 
ted Into the motor cylinder; but the 
air itself, by increase of temperature 
is also expanded more than 50 per 
cent 
Thus the volume of the air is 


increased more than 100 per cent at a 
temperature of 350 degrees. In other 
words by the almple process of re- 
heating, less than one-half the weight 
of air would do the work than If the 
air were used cold and dry. The cos 
of the reheating is trifling and requires 
but a few seconds.

The proyost guard at Oavite discov-
